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“We have lost members for 
various reason and the time 
has come where we cannot 
simply carry on in the same 
guise.” 

He said they particularly 
needed committee members 
to help with organising pro¬ 
jects and applying for grant 
funding, not just practical 
help with gardening. 

But at Tuesday’s meeting, 
five new volunteers arrived, 
including town mayor David 
Roach. 

All of them said they were 
willing to consider taking up 
a role on the committee, and 
a meeting to appoint new 
committee members has 
been scheduled for January. 

Mr Pumfrey said after the 
meeting: “It’s very positive. 


There is a future. It’s all about 
getting a good vibe from 
people.” 

At the meeting, he pro¬ 
posed projects Haverhill in 
Bloom could pursue with 
more members. 

These include resurrecting 
the car boot sales the group 
used to organise on Haver¬ 
hill’s Recreation Ground in 
Camps Road, and rebrand¬ 
ing the group with input 
from local schoolchildren. 

Although the volunteers 
who turned up to Tuesday’s 
meeting are enough to res¬ 
cue the group, they are still 
keen for more volunteers.

Arsonists start 
serious blaze

POLICE are appealing for 
help after arsonists set fire 
to a landmark building in 
Haverhill on Sunday night. 

The fire started in the der¬ 
elict ironworks building of 
Atterton and Ellis in Hamlet 
Road just after 7pm. 

Town councillor Jason 
Crooks, who witnessed the 
blaze, said the most historic 
part of the complex, a listed 
1820 silk mill, had not been 
touched by the blaze. 

But he added: “It’s still a 
great shame the way it’s de¬ 
teriorated over the years, as 
well as in the fire.” 

Suffolk Fire Control re¬ 
ceived numerous calls to the 
fire at 8.38pm and initially 
sent two fire engines, one 
from Haverhill and one from 
Clare. 

But when the firefight¬ 
ers arrived the blaze was so 
severe they asked for assis¬ 
tance and a further four fire 
engines and the aerial appli¬ 
ance were sent from Linton, 
Bury, Ixworth and Essex. 

When the firefighters ar¬ 


rived the first floor and roof 
space were well alight. 

Four hose reel jets were 
used to tackle the blaze, and 
police were asked to close 
Hamlet Road. 

The blaze was put out by 
11pm. 

A fire investigator attend¬ 
ed the scene of the fire on 
Monday. 

Police say they are treat¬ 
ing the incident as arson and 
while they did not have any 
CCTV footage of the blaze, 
they are following up numer¬ 
ous lines of enquiry. 

The Atterton and Ellis site 
has been empty for over a 
decade. Planning permis¬ 


sion was granted in 2010 for 
a development of 39 homes 
on the site, but these were 
never built and the planning 
permission has now lapsed. 

The owners of the build¬ 
ing, the Bernhard Group, 
declined to comment about 
the blaze. 

Anyone who saw anything 
suspicious in the area on 
Sunday night is asked to con¬ 
tact Suffolk Police on 101.

New jeweller’s 
to open in town 


A NEW jeweller’s is set to 
open within weeks on the 
site of a jewellery shop that 
had traded in Haverhill for 
nearly 30 years. 

Hanningtons at 24 High 
Street shut down in the sum¬ 
mer. 

Owner Pat Hunnisett was 
retiring and said that the 
footfall in the town centre 
made the business hard to 
sustain. 

The independent jewellery 
shop had been trading in 
Haverhill for nearly 30 years, 
20 of those at the High Street 
premises. 

But after the closure of the 
High Street stalwart, a new 
jeweller’s is set to open in the 
same premises.

The Simpkins shop does 
not have a precise opening 
date yet, but Mr Woodward 
said it would be open later 
this month or early next. 

Simpkins will offer many 
of the same services as Han¬ 
ningtons, selling gifts in gold 
and silver, as well as offering 
repairs, batteries and more. 

Mr Woodward continued: 
“It’s something positive for 
the town I think. 

“Hanningtons was a long¬ 
standing business and it’s 
nice to have something like 
that back.” 

He was formerly a manag¬ 
er at Hanningtons and says 
that another former mem¬ 
ber of Hanningtons staff has 
been hired. 

Two new part-time roles 
have also been created, and 


Mr Woodward is encourag¬ 
ing those interested in the 
jobs to get in touch. 

Residents have responded 
positively on Facebook to 
the news about Simpkins. 

One posted: “Thank good¬ 
ness for that.” Another 
wrote: “So glad to hear that.” 

The news comes after it 
emerged last week that an¬ 
other empty shop front in 
Haverhill High Street is set 
to become the town’s fourth 
funeral parlour.

Autism support 
service to close 


RESIDENTS are angry at the 
“devastating” planned clo¬ 
sure of an autism support 
service. 

Autism Suffolk, which 
provides support to autistic 
people and their families 
across the county, is set to 
close in March. 

The closure will mean that 
the Haverhill Autism Sup¬ 
port Group, where parents 
of autistic children meet 
and offer support to each 
other as well as listen to vis¬ 
iting speakers, will also have 
to close. 

Autism Suffolk books the 
rooms and arranges the vis¬ 
iting speakers for the group. 

The support group chair¬ 
man, town councillor Pat 
Hanlon, said: “There are go¬ 
ing to be a lot of tears. They 
are going to be absolutely 
shocked. It gives people 
who have got autism, who 
have got autistic children, 
someone to talk to about it. 
They will be absolutely dev¬ 
astated.” 
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Autism Suffolk is run by 
the National Autistic Society. 

Tom Purser, a spokesper¬ 
son for the society, said it 
had seen its funding from 
Suffolk County Council re¬ 
duced annually over the last 
three years. He said despite 
fundraising, applying for 
grants and downsizing, the 
service was not able to keep 
running without continued 
core funding. 

He continued: “We un¬ 
derstand how disappointing 
this is for many local chil¬ 
dren and families and are 
closing gradually, so we can 
minimise the impact. We’re 
also making every effort to 
ensure families can access 
other forms of local sup¬ 
port and the charity’s local 
branches and Helpline. We’ll 
also be able to keep open the 
social media support group, 


thanks to a volunteer.” 

County councillor Tony 
Goldson said as a result 
of talks over the last three 
years, Autism Suffolk had 
understood it would face 
budget cuts. 

He continued: “We have 
offered time and support to 
assist them in finding other 
potential funding streams 
to continue their work. That 
offer remains. It is their de¬ 
cision to close at this point, 
the council has not instruct¬ 
ed them to do so and we 
would welcome further dis¬ 
cussion to see if we can help 
them going forward.” 

A petition has been start¬ 
ed to try to stop the closure.

Back to start 
on devolution 


COUNCILLORS have made 
a public commitment to de¬ 
volution - but the deal they 
had planned is unlikely to go 
ahead. 

On Monday night, St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil discussed proposals for a 
devolution deal for Norfolk 
and Suffolk. 

The proposals would have 
seen a new directly elected 
mayor heading an authority 
made up of representatives 
from 12 councils across the 
two counties. 

The mayor would have 
had control of a funding pot 
including £100 million ring- 
fenced for housing, and £25 
million a year for 30 years. 
The total funding over the 
period would have been £1 
billion. 

But all 12 councils needed 
to agree on the plan for it 
to go ahead. On Thursday, 
November 17, King’s Lynn 
and West Norfolk Borough 
Council voted against being 
included in the plan. 

This means that the Gov- 
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ernment is unlikely to let the 
devolution plan go ahead. 

On Monday night, St Ed- 
mundsbury’s full council 
voted to reiterate its com¬ 
mitment to devolution. 

It also voted in favour of 
authorising the leader and 
chief executive to seek an 
urgent meeting with the Sec¬ 
retary of State and to work 
with central government and 
local partners to agree a new 
devolution deal. 

There was an overwhelm¬ 
ing majority in favour of 
these proposals, with only 
one councillor abstaining 
and none of them voting 
against. 

It is not known how long 
it could take to put together 
a fresh devolution deal. The 
proposals on the table on 
Monday took two years to 
develop. 

Leader of St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council John Grif¬ 


fiths said: “I admit that I am 
very disappointed and rath¬ 
er amazed that the decision 
of some Norfolk councils 
means this is no longer likely 
to happen and we will be 
turning away the £1 billion 
for jobs, homes and trans¬ 
port.” 

But some councillors saw 
the Norfolk council’s rejec¬ 
tion of the deal as an oppor¬ 
tunity to negotiate a better 
one. Cllrs Tony Brown and 
Diane Hind expressed con¬ 
cerns about the extent of 
mayoral powers under the 
current proposals. 

It is not known whether a 
Suffolk-only deal or a part¬ 
nership with some local au¬ 
thorities outside the county 
will now be sought. 

Reports will be made back 
to St Edmundsbury as the 
process goes forward.

CAMPAIGNERS trying to get the A1307 
turned into a dual carriageway plan to lobby 
for funding after the Government announced 
it would pour £23 billion into infrastructure. 

The Haverhill Chamber of Commerce’s 
campaign group had been waiting for Chan¬ 
cellor Philip Hammond’s Autumn Statement 
yesterday to decide how to push the project 
forward. 

Mr Hammond announced the creation of 
a £23 billion “National Productivity Invest¬ 
ment Fund”, which will be invested in infra¬ 
structure. 

Chairman of the Haverhill Chamber of 
Commerce Paul Donno said: “I would like to 
think that we could lobby hard enough to get 
some of that money invested in the road.” 

The group has already held meetings with 
the Government and has the backing of West 
Suffolk MP Matthew Hancock. 

It is now set to meet on December 16 to 
formally discuss its response to the Autumn 
Statement. 

Mr Donno has branded the road “not fit for 
purpose” after a man died in a crash on the 
A1307 last Monday. 

But Haverhill town, borough and county 
councillor fohn Burns said a strategic solu¬ 
tion was needed to tackle the problems on 
the road. 

“All a dual carriageway does is double ca¬ 
pacity on the road,” he said. “We do not have 
the amount of traffic along that road that 
everyone thinks there is.” 

He said that public transport solutions 
such as improved bus services, light rail and 
a train service along the A1307 needed to be 
considered. 

He said: “We are trying to get all the coun¬ 
cils and the parish councils between us and 
the All interested. The parish councils don’t 
want a dual carriageway either.”

Bungling gang

A POLICE sniffer dog was 
called in to help when raid¬ 
ers broke into Linton Zoo.

New digital sign 
would cost £25k 


HAVERHILL Town Council 
is considering installing a 
£25,000 state-of-the-art digi¬ 
tal advertising sign outside 
the town’s arts centre. 

The sign, which town 
clerk Colin Poole says would 
pay for itself through com¬ 
mercial advertising, would 
replace the “rocket” that is 
currently used to display 
posters outside the building. 

At a meeting on Tuesday 
night, councillors agreed to 
approve a budget of £25,000 
for the sign. 

They asked a working 
group, set up to examine 
the arts centre budget, take 
responsibility for how to de¬ 
liver the sign and see if any 
grant funding is available. 

A final decision will then 
be made on the proposal. 

Mr Poole said that he had 
met a representative from 
the company that supplies 
the signs, Digital Media. 

He said that local au¬ 
thorities in Cardiff, Glasgow, 
Hastings and the London 
Borough of Bexley had all in-

stalled the signs. 

He added that Hastings 
Council got its money back 
within nine months, while 
the average time was three 
years. 

The council had previous¬ 
ly looked into digital adver¬ 
tising, but without consider¬ 
ing the advertising model for 
funding. 

Mayor of Haverhill David 
Roach said: “Where before 
it was a question of ‘How do 
we afford to do this?’, now it’s 
a question of ‘How do we af¬ 
ford not to do it?’. If you pay 
for it, it becomes something 
that benefits us and compa¬ 
nies in the town.” 

Advertising would be sold 
in slots throughout the day, 
and the sign would also be 
used to advertise shows at 
the arts centre. 

Councillors discussed us¬ 
ing it to signpost the arts 
centre’s bistro area at lunch¬ 


time. 

Mr Poole said that the 
signs were vandal-proof and 
weather-proof. 

He said the only time one 
had been damaged was 
when a lorry drove into it, 
which pulled up its founda¬ 
tions but did not damage the 
glass. 

He continued: “In terms 
of vandal-proofness, [Digital 
Media] tested it themselves 
and they almost gave them¬ 
selves a hernia trying. 

“The manufacturers of the 
glass swing a 94 pound ball 
at it and it just bounces off. 
They are extremely robust.” 

He said that installing the 
sign, which is around six feet 
tall but much slimmer than 
the current “rocket”, would 
“open up the space” in front 
of the arts centre.

T HE AA has welcomed the change 
of heart by the Ministry of Justice 
in setting new plans for further 
reforms to bring down the number of 
fraudulent whiplash injury claims, that 
add at least £40 to the cost of every 
car insurance policy bought. 

The Ministry of Justice yesterday 
announced a consultation on 
proposals which, following the change 
of Government leadership, appeared 
to have been shelved. 

This is at a time when the average 
car insurance premium quote, 
according to the AA's benchmark 
British Insurance Premium Index, has 
risen by more than £80 over the past 
12 months. 

Michael Lloyd, the AA's director of 
insurance comments: "AA members 
are rightly concerned about the 
upward pressure on the cost of 
running a car, not least the rising cost 
of insurance. 

"That there over 800,000 small 
injury claims registered through 
the Ministry of Justice small claims 
track last year, of which 750,000 are 
estimated to be whiplash injury claims 
which is, frankly, shocking. It's little 


wonder that the UK is shamefully 
regarded as the whiplash capital of 
the world. 

"We would particularly welcome 
capping of compensation for minor 
injury to £425, paid only on medical 
proof of injury; banning offers to settle 
without medical evidence and a more 
transparent tariff of compensation for 
more serious injury. 

"We would also like to see the 
banning of injury compensation 
altogether for very minor collisions 
and payment of compensation 
mostly in the form of care, such as 
physiotherapy, rather than all in cash." 

Lloyd said that he and others in 
the insurance industry, expressed 
dismay when early in October, the 


Government announced that it was 
shelving the reforms proposed by the 
then Chancellor, George Osborne, in 
his Autumn Statement last year. 

Last year, the AA conducted a 
Populus poll of over 20,000 AA 
members showing that 63 per cent of 
drivers had been cold-called by firms 
trying to persuade them to make an 
injury claim even if they had not been 
injured. 

Commenting on Government plans 
to crack down on whiplash claims, 
Kevin Pratt, consumer affairs expert at 
MoneySuperMarket, said: "Fraudulent 
whiplash claims - ones that are either 
exaggerated or completely fabricated 
- are a scourge, adding £40-£50 to 
honest motorists' annual premiums."

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Jaguar opens new chapter with 1-Pace all-electric SUV 


JAGUAR has pulled the covers off its all 
new 1-Pace Concept SUV, previewing what 
the company's first-ever electric vehicle 
will look like. 

The 1-Pace Concept is being pitted as 
an electric performance SUV, combining 
the silhouette of a supercar, the driving 
characteristics of a sports car and the 
practicality of a five-seat SUV 

Jaguar claims that the all-electric SUV is 
capable of travelling more than 310 miles 
on a single charge (according to the EU 
NEDC charge cycle), meaning customers 
should only need to charge the vehicle 
once a week - considering the average 
daily commute is between 24-31 miles. 


Because of this superior range, Jaguar 
is confident the production version of 
the 1-Pace will be able to be used as a 
primary car, rather than in conjunction 
with a traditional petrol or diesel-powered 
vehicle. 

Electric motors at the front and rear 
axles give the 1-Pace Concept a combined 
power output of 395bhp and 700Nm of 
torque, allowing it to accelerate 0-60mph 
in around four seconds. 

Ian Callum, Jaguar's director of design, 
said: "This will be Jaguar's first-ever 
battery-powered electric vehicle and 
opens a new chapter in the history of our 
legendary brand."

How can driverless cars 
make ethical decisions? 


T HE majority of people in the 
UK have reservations about 
new driving concepts such 
as driverless and electric cars, but 
believe the popularity of such 
technologies will surge in the future, 
according to a new survey carried out 
by Northern Connectors. 

The survey revealed that 
almost two-thirds (65 per cent) of 
respondents cited safety issues - 
such as the driver not being in full 
control of their vehicle - as a main 
disadvantage of driverless cars. 

Almost half (49 per cent) are worried 
that machines would struggle with 
the ethical decisions that present 
themselves on the road and 50 
per cent agreed there would be 
uncertainty over who would be held 
responsible in the event of a crash. 

Almost 850 people took part in the 
survey and just under two-thirds (64 
per cent) said they would currently 
rather own a manual than a driverless

car, with many citing the joy of driving 
and the control and freedom it affords 
them, while others claimed they 
do not trust technology and believe 
manual driving to be safer. 

Scott Jones, general manager at 
Northern Connectors, a specialist 
distributor of industrial connectors 
and components to the car 
manufacturing sector, said: "Our 
findings show that while significant 
strides are being made to bring 
both driverless and electric cars to 


the wider market, many people are 
fearful about the unknown. 

"Can a driverless car decide 
whether to swerve to avoid a collision 
if it meant hitting another car? Who 
will be held responsible if a driverless 
car causes a crash? How long will it 
take to recharge an electric battery? 
Could it run out halfway through a 
journey? These are all valid questions 
for which people will want answers 
before they are able to place their 
trust in the new technologies. Once 
these fears are allayed, however, it 
seems the new vehicles will be much 
more widely embraced." 

Practical issues were also deemed 
a concern: more than three-quarters 
(77 per cent) pointed to difficulties 
with recharging, two-thirds (66 per 
cent) cited long recharging times, the 
same percentage raised fears about 
running out of electricity mid-journey 
and more than one-third (34 per cent) 
said they would worry about battery 


replacement issues. 

Just under half (45 per cent) of 
those questioned said they would 
currently rather own a petrol- 
powered car, compared to 26 per 
cent who would prefer an electric car 
and 29 per cent who don't know. 

Despite these reservations, most 
respondents expect use of both 
driverless and electric cars to increase 
in the future. It was shown that 
more than two-thirds (67 per cent) 
believe driverless cars will be either 
quite popular or very popular in the 
years ahead, while 73 per cent think 
electric cars will either be quite or 
very popular. Reduced driver fatigue 
(55 per cent) and a reduction in drink 
or drug driving accidents (52 per cent) 
were shown as the main advantages 
of driverless cars, while the main 
advantages of electric cars are that 
they are more environmentally- 
friendly (79 per cent) and there is no 
need for petrol (68 per cent).

The Sport Tourer's big attraction 
will be its 521-litre boot which

At launch there's a choice of four 
engines on offer - 1.2 and 1.6-litre 
turbocharged petrol and 1.5 and 
1.6-litre turbodiesel alternatives. 

The basic Expression-1- model 
includes LED daytime running 
lamps, 16-inch alloy wheels, tinted 
windows, all-round electric windows, 
leather steering wheel, Bluetooth 
connectivity and 4 x 20W DAB radio 
with fingertip controls.

30-minute max for 
newborns in car seat 

NEWBORN babies could be at 
risk of suffocation if they spend 
more than 30 minutes in a car 
seat, research has suggested. 

A recent study conducted by 
researchers from Great Western 
Hospitals NHS Foundation Trust 
in Swindon, the University of 
Southampton and the University 
of Bristol found that putting babies 
in an upright position could lead 
to breathing difficulties. 

Of the 40 newborn babies 
used in the study, researchers 
observed that a number of them 
experienced a dangerous drop in 
their blood oxygen levels, with 
some falling below 85 per cent 
saturation. This is far lower than 
the normal level in the high 90s. 

"Parents should not stop using 
car safety seats to transport their 
infants," say the authors.
